HE Sunday School has continued its usual 
session at 3 P.M. We have had in the main 
school 400 names on the roll with an average atten- 
dance of 310. These children were divided into 
twenty-three classes of girls and eighteen classes of 
boys under thirty-seven ladies and four gentlemen. 
The school used during the Winter a series of 
lesson papers prepared by our Rector upon the chief 
moral obligations of life. He usually summed up 
the topic of each Sunday in a brief talk. Once a 
month we enjoyed the benefit of a children’s service 
in the Church and a sermon by Rev. Richard New- 
ton, D. D., of Philadelphia. We had the usual 
Christmas tree and Easter Festival. The Confirma- 
tion Class as usual was chiefly drawn from our

I opened our Church K. G. on the first Monday in 
October with one trained assistant and fifty-five 
children, our number gradually increasing until we 
had gathered within the walls of our room eighty- 
five little ones, who came to us daily to be taught, 
to be fed, to be clothed, many of them, and to be 
loved. Eighty-five little children, between the ages 
of two years and six months and eight years! I wish 
that the friends of our K. G. could have seen the 
little babes really leaving their mother’s arms and 
coming into our world so brave, so trustful and so 
hopeful for the good time to come to them, of which 
they had been told. JI am sure had these dear 
friends seen the children, their hearts would have 
been glad that the power had been given them to 
render brighter and better the lives of even the 
“least of these.” That the K. G. is doing its part 
to lighten the cares of very many of the poor weary 
mothers is a. daily testimony from them—“ for how 
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could we do our work or go out to earn money for 
our families if our little ones were not cared for 
while we are away”? Just here I would put in my 
plea for a Day Nursery where the very small chil- 
dren can be mothered all day, and where the little 
crib is found which will receive the tired ones when 
they leave the K. G. door at noon. Our Nursery 
will yet be a bright spot, of this I feel sure. 

Our friends well know of the work which the K. 
G. would do. I will give them a few details of what 
has come under my special notice as the result of 
the work most imperfectly done. On the morning 
of our opening the outer door was opened and two 
children were thrust into the room by a woman who 
addressed me in these words: “Here they are, 
marm, Eddie and Martha. For three years I have 
waited to see my way clear to bring these children 
to you, but the good Lord did not open the way 
until yesterday, when He sent me work in this por- 
tion of the city. I moved near the school late last 
night, and here they are.” They are with us now, 
these children of the patient mother, the woman 
possessed of much faith, and we are glad to help 
her. 

What to do with Harry, the street gamin, whose 
home had been in one of the worst localities of our 
city, was a problem. The K. G., under his influence, 
was fast becoming disorganized, the children were 
made unhappy because of his rudeness and cruelty, 
and, worst of all, our souls were being hurt through 
familiarity with the oaths and curses which came 
from his mouth. I could not send him from us, for 
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our K. G. wants to help all children and particularly 
such as he. At the close of a trying day I remem- 
bered that pure water was a cleanser of all impure 
things, and Harry was forced to have his mouth well 
washed out, trusting that the cleansing power of the 
water might be felt even by him. The charm acted. 
From that time to this he has been a new creature. 
We hear of no impure nor wicked expressions, no 
unkind nor cruel acts. Instead, reports come to me 
constantly of deeds of kindness performed by him. 
One child tells of Harry leading a blind man across 
the crowded avenue. Another of his attendance 
upon an old woman who had no one to wait upon 
her. Harry himself tells of the good the cold water 
did to his “ poor mouth,” and he brings with him to 
the K. G. a little waif like himself, and begs that 
Jack too may be treated as he was, for he has no 
control over the wicked words which proceed from 
his mouth, for they “just come.” 

Little boys of five years struggling with their in- 
firmity and in the end conquering! Happy chil- 
dren ! 

The K. G. is making helpful, active children, cre- 
ating in them the desire to work and to teach others 
to do as they do. One day during one of the Sum- 
mer months I was passing through West Forty- 
ninth street, from which so many of my children 
come. My ears were greeted with the sweetest 
sound on earth—the singing of children. I passed 
up one of the allies and saw a number of my little 
“tots” in a circle, playing and singing their much 
loved Kindergarten games. At every one of the 
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windows of the many tenement houses about there 
was a listener—a mother, a rough-looking father, 
boys who looked enviously on these gentle ones and 
whom I longed to take into our K.G. The parents 
told me that these same children had their Kinder- 
garten sessions each day, and a Kindergartner was 
appointed. They prepared squares of newspaper 
which they folded, cut mats and strips, often using 
straws for strips—busy little birds. Sometimes one 
of the mothers made flour paste and the little ones 
pasted their cuttings on brown paper. Some one 
was known to buy these pictures, and the few pennies 
they brought were used to buy prettier material. 
The little cross old man over the way gave two 
sheets of colored paper; he felt the influence and 
was blest. 

This fact encourages us—that these rough, disor- 
derly, sometimes very bad tenement-house women 
meeting on this common ground are learning ways 
of pleasantness and kindness from their own chil- 
dren. I must not forget the fathers too, who are 
being helped. The father of two of my very little 
ones is a stableman, and not of the best, but he 
comes round to the K. G. each day to hear the songs 
and to see the children say their farewell. It is a 
lovely sight to see this coarse-looking man going 
down the street followed by a host of little children 
‘clinging to him. He tells me that his heart is made 
lighter by the songs of the little ones. 

The children love their work or play-room, and 
many of their little works adorn its walls. They are 
learning to be generous too. Annie brings twenty- 
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five cents because it is “Thanksgiving time” and 
this will buy something for the feast; and Eddie 
gives me two cents which he has saved for the same 
object. The poor are not selfish and grasping; oh, 
no! They do generally what they can to help on 
the cause which is doing so much for them. It was 
the offerings of the poor mothers, who sent to me 
from time to time during the year a few pennies 
which paid for the greater part of the ice-cream fes- 
tival with which we closed our K. G. in the Spring 
of 1882. 

IT would particularly thank the members of the 
“Young Ladies’ Sewing Society” for their kindness 
in supplying in the past the neat, comfortable gar- 
ments which have enabled my little children to come 
to K. G. regularly and in the cold as well as in the 
heat. I would beg them not to be weary, for I shall 
still ask for the many who come and need, knowing 
that they will not see the children uncared for. 
Happier children could not have been found than 
ours on Christmas Day when, obedient to a message 
from our ever kind and generous friend, Mrs. Chris- 
tian Hester, good old Santa Claus appeared in per- 
son with a wonderfully filled, pack containing beau- 
tiful toys and gifts for every child. Mrs. Embury 
remembered that even K. G. children liked candies, 
and a well filled cornucopia was found for everybody. 
We thank our kind and generous friends for all they 
have done for us, only reminding them that we are 
still here. Hungry little people quickly ate up the 
barrel of good potatoes which Mrs. Williamson sent 
to them and the turkeys and other good things sent 
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by friends, and still we, like Oliver Twist, ask for 
“more.” 

Will our friends help us during the coming year 
to build up the advanced class for the older children 
who have passed the age for being in the K.G.? I 
would still keep them under the influences of the 
Church and K. G. and prepare them, by giving them 
a good, sound English education, with K. G. and 
kitchen garden training, for positions in life which 
they can creditably fill, as nurses and good house 
servants. 

We are always happy when the friends come to 
see us, either at work or play. 

The needful assistance has been rendered by the 
members of my training class for kindergartners.

HE Winter work of the Kitchen Garden con- 
sisted in the organizing and teaching once a 
week throughout the Winter of two regular Kitchen 
Garden Classes, averaging twenty children and three 


teachers each, and of an Advance Class of twelve: 


children and three teachers. : 

The Advance Class, the materials for which were 
furnished by the liberality of Miss S. M. Hitchcock, 
was drilled under the direction of Miss A. F. Kerner, 
in the full performance of the duties of chambermaid 
and waitress, using in their exercises a table service 
and house-cleaning implements of nearly full size. 
At a private exhibition of the class at the close of 
the school year, the remarkable neatness and pre- 
cision with which the little girls performed their 
duties gave ample evidence of the excellence and 
usefulness of their training. This class is composed 
of children who have first gone through the Pre- 
paratory Classes, and its members are chosen as far 
as possible from such girls as intend to put their in- 
struction to a practical use hereafter in earning 
their living.

This year’s record differs but little from the records 
of former years; involving the same self-sacrifice on 
the part of some of the donors to the fund, and the 
same heartfelt gratitude for renewed health and 
strength on the part of many of our beneficiaries.

“behind the scenes” they are eloquent indeed. 

The item “From Little Edith,” $17.00, embraces 
many a day’s preparation for a children’s fair, the 
proceeds of which, together with a sum raised by the 
sale of book-marks worked during hours stolen from 
Saturdays’ play time, realized this amount. 

A woman was carried to the boat for Séa Cliff who 
could just hold herself by the aid of crutches. After 
one week’s time she could walk comfortably. In 
two week’s time the crutches were laid aside. The 
item for this record stands, “Mrs. S ; two week’s 
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board, $4.00—$8.00.” This case is but one of many 
where the benefit has been very great. 

In quite a number of instances of extreme debility 
we have allowed parties to remain from two to five 
weeks. 

Until we get a house of our own—toward the pur- 
chase of which we now have a fund of $2,482.50—it 
is unavoidable that complaints should occasionally 
be made on the part of some we send. They expect 
too much under the circumstances. 

It would be very comfortable to have a large airy 
room to one’s self in hot weather, but it is hardly 
practicable, particularly as the people all wish to go 
in the middle of the summer, necessitating a little 
crowding during the height of the season. 

Occasionally donations to the fund are made with 
a view to the benefit of a particular individual or 
family in whom the donor is interested. In every 
case where this idea is not carried out there is good 
reason for it. In some instances circumstances are 
such as to prevent the party leaving the city, and in 
others the proposed beneficiary is found to be un- 
worthy. We send none without thorough investiga- 
tion. 

The plan of sending some families who could con- 
tribute a portion of the sum paid for board has been 
continued, as well as that of paying the traveling ex- 
penses of others to visit friends in the country. 

In one or two instances we have paid the board of 
families who had friends in the country, not suffici- 
ently well-to-do to take them as visitors, but who 
were glad to receive the moderate sum we paid. 
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This plan worked very satisfactorily as far as it 
went. 

No system will compare, however, with that of a 
model house and grounds of our own, under the pro- 
per management. 

Owing to the high prices of provisions we were 
obliged to pay an increased sum for board this sea- 
son, making the cost per capita about 20 per cent. 
above that of last season. 

The contributions to our fund came in with scarcely 
any solicitation. It is gratifying to notice the rapid 
extension of this charity in all parts of our land. 

Undoubtedly the reason is that it is in unison with 
the spirit.of the age, inasmuch as the benefits are so° 
immediately apparent that little or no faith is re- 
quired. 

We are indebted to Dr. A. W. Lozier for his kind. 
attention to a number of our sick at Sea Cliff. 

During the absence of the Treasurer for the greater 
part of the summer the work was carried on under 
the supervision of Miss E. C. Robinson, who was 
greatly aided by our visitor, Mrs. Adams.

UR faithful Visitor has continued her usual 
work, visiting the poor brought to our know- 
ledge through our various societies, examining into 
their circumstances, helping the worthy with such 
aid as seemed necessary, procuring admission for 
the sick into hospital, for orphans and neglected 
children into asylums, and ministering comfort to 
the sick and sorrowing. She receives visits in the 
morning from those who come to lay their needs 
before her, having usually from six to eight of such 
visits daily. She visits among the poor herself in 
the afternoon, making about six visits daily. 

In the Summer she was largely occupied with 
collecting and the management of the excursions 
into the country in connedtion with our Fresh Air 
Fund. 

The details of her work are touching in the ex- 
treme. No better use can be made of money which 
the donors wish to go directly to the relief of the 
poor than to place it in her hands.
